Your  Worship  and  members  of  the  Council. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1958. 


As  in  the  previous  year  the  Birth  Rate  continues  to  follow 
an  upward  trend  and  still  remains  well  above  the  figure  for 
the  country  as  a  whole — more  births  having  taken  place  in 
the  Borough  this  year  than  in  any  year  since  at  least  1950. 
It  is  a  pleasing  feature  to  note  the  complete  absence  of  still¬ 
birth  and  infant  mortality — a  combination  of  circumstances 
which  reflects  very  favourably  upon  the  available  Health 
Services. 

The  Death  Rate  indicates  a  slight  rise  as  compared  with 
last  year  and  continues  to  remain  fractionally  above  the 
National  average. 

Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  were  again  characterised  by 
their  absence  and  vaccination  against  this  latter  disease  con¬ 
tinued  within  the  Borough  throughout  the  year  with  increas¬ 
ing  momentum— the  eligible  age  group  having  been  extended 
to  include  persons  up  to  the  age  of  26  years. 

Under  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  construction  of 
houses  to  replace  tenants  from  unfit  houses  will  shortly  be 
commenced  within  the  Borough  and  when  this  is  completed 
some  of  the  black  spots,  which  have  existed  for  many  years, 
will  have  been  cleared  up. 

Considerable  private  development  has  also  taken  place 
during  the  year  and  it  would  appear  that  this  development 
will  continue  in  the  future. 

Plans  for  a  comprehensive  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  it  is  hoped 
that  soon  it  will  be  possible  for  the  work  to  go  ahead. 

The  Water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  generally  satis¬ 
factory,  but  there  is  still  need  for  improvement  in  the  pressure 
in  the  Houghton  Hill  area. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me,  and  to 
their  Officers  for  all  the  help  which  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year,

REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Chesterton  and  St.  Ives  Joint  Water  Board  supplies 
water  to  the  Borough  in  bulk  and  it  is  supplied  from  the 
Reservoir  at  Bourne  in  Cambridgeshire  by  two  routes.  An 
8"  main  reducing  to  6"  laid  through  Conington  and  Fenstan- 
ton  and  a  9"  main  reducing  to  6"  laid  through  Papworth  and 
Hilton.  These  mains  meet  outside  the  Borough  Boundary, 
and  one  6"  main  delivers  the  water  to  the  Bridge  foot.  Con¬ 
cern  has  been  felt  over  the  difficulty  experienced  by  residents 
in  the  Houghton  Hill  area  in  obtaining  a  continuous  supply 
of  water.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  overcome  these  difficulties. 

465  yards  of  new  3"  asbestos  water  main  were  laid  during 
the  year. 

42  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  on  the  main 
and  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  for  examination  and  report.  Of  these  8  were  reported 
as  being  unsatisfactory.  In  each  case  investigations  were 
made  and  satisfactory  results  obtained  when  a  further  sample 
was  taken. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  28.07  inches,  which  was 
5.88  inches  above  the  previous  year.

2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

A  scheme  which  was  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engin¬ 
eers  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  Borough  was  forwarded  to 
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the  Ministry  for  consideration.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  con¬ 
siderable  progress  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year.  The 
need  for  an  efficient  sewage  disposal  works  becomes  more 
apparent  when  one  considers  the  new  development  which  has 
already  taken  place  and  that  which  is  likely  to/  take  place  in 
the  Town  in  the  near  future. 

The  Council  did  extend  its  sewer  along  the  Ramsey  Road 
to  take  the  sewage  from  new  properties  being  built  in  that 
area. 


3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  works  of  importance  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  nightsoil  has  again  been 
carried  out  by  the  Saint  Ives  Rural  District  Council  under 
Contract  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Further  pail  closets  have  been  converted  to  water  closets 
during  the  year. 

5.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Saint  Ives  Rural  District  Council  has,  under  Con¬ 
tract,  been  responsible  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
refuse  including  provision  of  labour.  No  complaints  have 
been  received. 

6.  Swimming  Pool. 

Meetings  of  representatives  from  both  the  Borough  and 
the  Rural  District  have  been  held  during  the  yecir  and  it  is 
hoped  that  before  the  end  of  the  present  year  considerable 
progress  will  have  been  made  towards  the  construction  of  a 
pool. 

7.  Shops  Act. 

One  infringement  was  found  and  the  owners  were  re¬ 
quested  to  take  steps  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

8.  Camping  Sites. 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  licensing  of  either 
camping  sites  or  individual  caravans  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year. 

9.  Smoke  abatement. 

One  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  and  the  mat¬ 
ter  was  discussed  with  the  owners  of  the  property  whO'  under¬ 
took  to  abate  the  nuisance. 
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10.  Bed  Bugs. 

No  reports  of  infestation  were  received  during  the  year 
and  no  premises  were  found  to  be  infested. 

11.  Rait:  and  Mice  Destruction. 

The  Councihs  Rodent  operator  has  dealt  with  all  com¬ 
plaints  received  and  all  the  work  has  been  carried  out  without 
the  need  for  Statutory  action.
